New York, Nov. 26.—Thirteen per­ 
sons, 
including seven 
children and 
three women, were burned to death in 
an incendiary fire in the four-story 
tenement at 2121 Second avenue. 


The fire was started, the police say, 
by thieves, who hoped during the ex« 
citement to rob the tenants of tho 
money which they 
had withdrawn 
from the Bavings 
banks and which 
they had hidden about the place. 


The death of 13 persons practically 
wiped out two entire families, those 
of Pasquale Cardinale, who lived on 
the top floor, and of Rocco Barrecco, 
who lived on the third floor. 
Every 
member of the first named household 
was killed, while of the second only 
Rocco and his little son, Dominick, 
were saved. 


During 
the 
excitement 
mothers 
threw their children from windows to 
spectators, who caught them in their 
arms. In this way several little ones 
were rescued. 


A moment after the flames were dis­ 
covered revolver shots were heard in 
the building. A few moments later flro 
wa« discovered In an unoccupied store 
across the street at 2112. 
Both of 
these facts lead to the conviction that 
a gang of thieves was at work 


Rocco Barrecco lived on the third 
floor front with his wife Catherine and 
his four children—Dominick, aged 9; 
Jennie, aped 7; Cossette. aged 4, and 
Marie, a baby of 14 months. 


As Barrecco opened the door a great 
cloud of smoke filled the room. 
He 
could see the flames darting up the 
stairway. He wakened his wife and 
children and ran to the fire escape in 
th# front of the Ijouse. 


Snatching up young Dominick, who 
had been ill, Barrecco passed his boy 
to a policeman, who carried him to the 
street. 


Barrecco then helped his wife and 
three other children up the flre es­ 
cape to the fourth floor. 


Firemen had arrived by this time. 
A ladder was run up and two firemen 
went up on it. Barrecco insisted that 
his family was In the flat and that fce 
would not leave. The firemen pickod 
him up and carried him down bodily. 


When the house was entered by the 
firemen the floors were searched up 
to the top story. The firemen had seen 
one woman and several children fall 
back into the flamti in one of the 
front room», and they knew that the 
room contained dead, but they were 
:iot prepared for ths pile of bodies 
they came upon. 


One woman lay a^ove the body of 
her baby. 
When the flames bore her 
down she had fallen with the child 
under her and had died in an effort to 
save its life.

H#nry Woodruff Accused of .Killing 
His Brothsr-ln-Law. 


Towanda, Pa., Nor. 2S. — Henry 
Woodruff was arrested here, eharged 
with the murder of his brother-in-law 
Lewis B. Stanton, in Tuscarora town 
ihlp, on Wednesday. Stanton was shot 
on that day, and the case was reported 
as one of accidental death. Woodruff, 
it developed at an inquest held in the 
case, had 
notified the 
coroner and 
helped the official* in the affair and 
led them to believe the shooting was 
accidental, but the testimony showed 
that he and Stanton had been intoxi­ 
cated, and that Mrs. Stanton upbraid­ 
ed them. Stanton became abusive and 
Woodruff took his sister's part. Stan­ 
ton went outside the house and began 
throwing stone*, whereupon, it was

In Boiler When Steam Was Turned 
On—Crawled Through Fire Box. 
Philadelphia, Nor. 25. — Extreme 
carelessness on the part of an un­ 
known 
person 
resulted in Charles 
Franklin, of 2911 Kingston ntreet, be* 
ing roasted to such an extent that he 
will probably die. 
He is in intense 
agony in S t Mary's hospital, and the 
physicians have no hope of saving his 
life. His wife, who gave birth to a 
child a week ago, is prostrated, and it 
is feared the shock will have a serious 
effect on her. 


Franklin is a boilermaker and was 
making repair* to the boiler at the 
United Gas Improvement company1* 
plant, Front and Tioga streets. 
To 
eomplete his work, he had to crawl 
tnto the boiler, and while he wa* in 
there 
some 
person turned o i the 
steam. 
Franklin's only salvation was 
to crawl out backwards through the 
fire box, which he did. He was nearly 
unconscious and would probably never 
have gotten his head out 
had 
not 
other workmen seen his legs protrud­ 
ing and pulled him out. 


Burlington, N. J., Nor. 23.—The ef­ 
forts of the authorities to find the mur- 
lorer of E . s , Jefferson, tho grocer, 
have so far proved futile, and tho mo­ 
tive for the crime, it appear* now, may 
not have been robbery. 


William Fox, arrested In Camden, 
clearly proved to the authorities that 
ho spent Thursday night at the home 
of a man named Clark, and could not 
have committed t^* crime, and Ches­ 
ter Acker, the other prisoner rounded 
up by the detective*, was discharged 
with nothing against him after an in­ 
vestigation. 
It is thought that re­ 
venge may have been the motive for 
the crime. The murdered man appear­ 
ed as a witness against a number of 
foreigners arrested here for running a 
spoak-easy, some time ago, and it is 
said they had threatened to set even 
with him. 
He soldom carried more 
than one dollar in money with him 
9-nd this was generally known. 


William Ridout, a barber, says the 
murdered man told him that he had 
been held up on election night by two 
men who demanded money. 
He told 
them he had but 50 cent*, whereupon 
they said they would get square. The 
murdered man’s knife and keys were 
found near the scene of tho murder. 
After an autopsy, the opinion was ex­ 
pressed that Jefferson had beon stran­ 
gled from behind with the window 
cord and then felled by a blow on the 
head. 


The murder of Jefferson was one of 
the most brutal in the annals of Bur­ 
lington county. The grocer, who was 
G5 years old, was struck down almost 
In front of his store. He was strangled 
by a sash cord tied around his neck, 
and the body wa* placed on the rail­ 
way tracks, the murderers evidently 
believing that the body would be so 
badly mangled as to obscure all traces 
of the crime. 


The train from Camden struck the 
body. Frank Merrill, the fireman of 
the locomotive, saw the motionless 
body lying on the tracks in the path 
of the train. 
Ho called to William 
Way, the, engineer, who put on the 
brakes. 
The locomotive struck the 
body, however, and hurled it a dis­ 
tance of 20 foot before the train was 
stopped. Passengers and crew alight­ 
ed from the train. The body lay at one 
side of the track. The head was crush­ 
ed In and there were other cuts and 
bruises.

The -wool crop of the United States

O far as relates to the rates of railroads in competition 
and under state regulation, there is no possibility of harm 
from overcapitalization. In every other particular indicated 
by the President any evil from overcapitlization would exist 
and operate in respect of stock corporations 
generally, 


whether organized as railroads or for industrial purposes. 
So far as concerns the issue of bonds, promising to pay sums 
exceeding the original consideration of the bonds, it' Is to 
to be observed that in the case of corporations, just as in 


the case of individuals, this is a matter of financial credit. 
The corporation 


or the individual in good credit can borrow at a low rate and "without discount; 
while to induce loans, those in poor credit must make concessions inversely 
large. Under such conditions, excessive bonded indebtedness does not consti- 
tute overcapitalization; and if it be an evil, it is an evil expressly permitted 
by law. That it is an evil when incurred for any purpose not strictly within 
the lawful purposes of _the corporation, or for an amount Impairing the ability 
of the 
corporation, to carry on its legitimate business, I fully recognize. 


Reasonable safeguards should be provided against such evil, and should be 
accepted cheerfully by corporate managers. In this direction the provisions 
of the so-called public utilities bill, requiring a commission's prior approval 
of ail issues of railroad bonds, as well as of issues of railroad stocks, are emi- 
nently proper.

Tf.« Centralized Nature of the French 


Educational System. 


The whole educational system 
of 


modern France, as my friend's dia- 
gram instantly and constantly remind- 
ed me, is completely centralized. It 
is as much a unit as is the public 
school system of any American city. 
From beginning to end, it is control- 
led by one single organization, which 
has lor its official centre the Ministry 
of Public Instruction, in Paris. 
At 


its head is the Minister of Public In- 
struction. 


As every one knows, however, the 


Minister of Public Instruction is 
a 


member of the Cabinet. 
Under the 


parliamentary system of government, 
this involves two consequences; he is 
compelled to attend not only his Cab- 
inet meetings, but also the regular 
sessions of the legislative body of 
which he is a member; and at any 
raoment a change in the -government 
may displace him. The minister, ac- 
cordingly, though nominally and of- 
ficially the head of the whole educa- 
tional system and ex officio rector of 
lhe University of Paris, has other bus- 
iaess of more immediate importance, 
as the representative, in both legis- 
lative and executive councils, of the 
interests committed to his charge. So 
lax as the duties of this office con- 
cern the actual conduct of 
French 


education, they are consequently per- 
formed by permanent officers, nomin- 
ally his lieutenants, who have their 
offices ia the building of the minis- 
try. 
Of these 
officers, 
three—inde- 


pendent of each other—are virtually 
supreme, each in his own field. These 
are the directors of the three dis- 
tinct phases of education throughout 
the country—primary, secondary and 
superior. The true head of the Uni- 
versity of Paris, the -while, is not thfr 
minister, who bears the official title 
of rector, but the vice-rector, -whose 
tecure of office is not disturbed by 
changes in the government. 


As a. matter of fact the University 


of IParis remains what it has been for 
centuries—by far the most important 
centre of French scholarship, and on& 
of the two or three most 
important 


centres of scholarship in the 
world. 


Constitutionally, however, this pre- 
dominance is EO longer recognized. In 
theory the University of Paris is on- 
ly one of some fifteen or sixteen uni- 
versities which together control the 
entire educational system of France, 
much as bishoprics control an eccle- 
siastical system.—Scribner's.

O far as relates to. the rates of 
railroads 
in competition 
and under state regulation, there is no possibility of harm 
from overcapitalization. 
In every other particular indicated 
by the President any evil from overcapitlization would exist 
_ 
_ 
and operate 
In respect of 
stock corporations 
generally, 
H 


whether organized as railroads 
or for industrial purposes. 
So far as concerns the issue of bonds, promising to pay sums 


exceeding the original consideration of tho bonds, it'is to 
to be observed that in the case of corporations, just as In 
the case of individuals, this is a matter of financial credit. 
The corporation 
or the Individual in good credit can borrow at a low rate and without discount; 
while to induce loans, those in poor credit must make concessions inversely 
large. 
Under such conditions, excessive bonded indebtedness does not consti- 
tute overcapitalization; and if it be an evil, it is an evil expressly permitted 
by law. 
That it is an evil when incurred for any purpose not strictly within 
the lawful purposes of the corporation, or for an amount impairing the ability 
of 
the 
corporation, to carry 
on its legitimate business, I fully recognize. 
Reasonable safeguards should be provided against such evil, and. should be 
accepted cheerfully by corporate managers. 
In this direction the provisions 
of the so-called public utilities bill, requiring a commission's prior approval 
of all issues of railroad bonds, as well as of issues of railroad stocks, are emi- 
nently proper.

FRENCH EDUCATION, 


Th® Centralized Nature of the French 
Educational Sytlem. 


The whole educational system 
of 
modern France, as my friend's dia- 
gram instantly and constantly remlna- 
ed me, Is completely centralized, it- 
is as much a unit as Is the pub Ic 
school system of any American city. 
Prom beginning to end. It is control- 
led by one single organization, whlcU 
has for its official centre the Ministry 
of Public Instruction, In Paris. 
At 
its head is the Minister of Public In- 
struction. 


As every one knows, however, the 
Minister of Public Instruction is 
a 
member of the Cabinet. 
Under the 
parliamentary system of 
government, 
this Involves two consequences; be Is. 
compelled to attend not only his Cab- 
inet meetings, but also tho regular 
sessions 
of 
the 
legislative body of 
which he is a member; and at 
any 
moment a change in tho »government 
may displace him. 
The minister, ac- 
cordingly, though nominally and 
of- 
ficially the head of the whole educa- 
tional system and ex oflicio rector of 
the University of Paris, has other bus- 
iness of more Immediate importance,, 
as the representative, in both legls-" 
latlve and executive councils, of the 
Interests committed to his charge. So 
Ikr as the duties of this office con- 
cern the actual conduct of 
French 
education, they are consequently per- 
formed by permanent officers, nomin- 
ally his lieutenants, who have their 
omces In the building of the minis- 
try. 
Of these 
officers, 
three—inde- 
pendent of each other—are virtually 
supreme, each in his own field. These 
are the directors of the three 
dis- 
tinct phases of education throughout 
the country—primary, secondary and 
stiperlor. 
The true head of the Uni- 
versity of Paris, the while, is not the- 
mialBter, who bears the official title 
of rector, but the vice-rector, whose 
tenure of office Is not disturbed by 
changes In the government. 


a matter of fact the University 
of I?arl5 remains what it has been for 
centuries—by far the most Important 
centre of French scholarship, and one 
of the two or three most 
Important 
centres of scholarship in the 
world. 
Constitutionally, however, this 
pre- 
dominance is no longer recognized. In 
theory the University of Paris is on- 
ly one of some fifteen or sixteen uni- 
versities which together control 
the 
entire educational system of France^ 
much as bishoprics control an eccle- 
siastical system.—Scrlbner's.

using more adjectives in his speeches 
than any other orator. 


The wool crop of the United States 
for the year 1905 was worth $S0,415,51'4, 
while tho cotton crop for the same 
year sold for over $632,000,000. 


O far as relates t o . the rates of 
railroads 
in competition 
and under state regulation, there is no possibility of harm 
from overcapitalization. 
In every other particular indicated 
by the President any evil from overcapitlization would exist 
and operate 
in respect of 
stock corporations 
generally, 
whether organized as railroads 
or for industrial purposes. 
So far as concerns the issue of bonds, promising to pay sums 
exceeding the original consideration of the bonds, it' is to 
to be observed that in the case of corporations, just as in 
the case of individuals, this is a matter of financial credit. 
The corporation 
or the Individual in good credit can borrow at a low rate and without discount; 
while to induce loans, those in poor credit must make concessions inversely 
large. 
Under such conditions, excessive bonded indebtedness does not consti­ 
tute overcapitalization; and if it be an evil, it is an evil expressly permitted 
by law. 
That it is an evil when incurred for any purpose not strictly within 
the lawful purposes of .the corporation, or for an amount impairing the ability 
of the 
corporation, to carry on its legitimate business, I fully recognize. 
Reasonable safeguards should be provided against such evil, and should be 
accepted cheerfully by corporate managers. 
In this direction the provisions 
of the so-called public utilities bill, requiring a commission’s prior approval 
of all issues of railroad bonds, as well as of issues of railroad stocks, are emi­ 
nently proper.

The horticultural efforts

don's unemployed were subjected 
to 


a searching examination yesterday af- 
cernoon when members of tne Central 
(Unemployed) Body for London and 
representatives of all shades of poli- 
tical opinion from boards of guardians 
and borough councils attended 
the 


flower show at the Hollesley 
Bay 


farm colony, near Melioa, in Suffolk- 
Tie estate, comprising 13C3 
acres, 


which is now the municipal property 
of London ratepayers, has been re- 
claimed from the waste land 
that 


surrounds it for many miles, and has 
been found admirably adapted 
for 


agricultural pursuits, says the Lon- 
don Morning Post. The first batch of 
men arrived ia February, 191*5, aud 
from then up to June. ls*07, 1711 men 
have entered the colour. The 
men 


were selected through tts various dis- 
tress comrui::ees; the 
qualiStauous 


were that they must be married, of 
good character aad resilient in Lon- 
don for at least six mo»iLs, and pref- 
erence was given to nien Iskelv to 
adapt themselves 10 cou::-.ry life. 
The 


average leagth of residence upon the 
colony Las been ten v.-eeks. uud the 
average weekly payment to the ia;u- 
ily cf each man has been 14 shillings 
0 pence.

Other subsidiarj- in- 


dustries are bee keeping and house 
building. 


At present the colony is in ra'her a 


critical condition. The object of the 
governing committee is to train men 
to be practical farmers, mea who will 
remain permanently on the soil. Ac- 
cordingly they wish to institute a sys- 
tem of small holdings to be worked oa 
co-operative Hues. Each man was to 
have a cottage and Sve acres, of which 
three acres were to be devoted to gar- 
dening. That would involve the erec- 
tion of at least fifty cheap cottages, 
costing about £140 each, suitable for 
occupation by the men and their fam- 
ilies when they were being trained to 
be farmers and then the erection of 
twenty-five cottages suitable for those 
who were ready to embark upon small 
holdings, but at present there are on- 
ly twelve such cottages and the local 
government refuses to allow any addi- 
tions to that number. Further, it pro- 
hibits any man from staying upon the 
colony longer than 
sixteen 
weeks. 


The result, according to Bolton Smart, 
the superintendent of the colony, is 
that his work to a great 
extent is 


handicapped.

The prizes 
were divided among the happy twelve 
who live with their families in cot- 
tages and till their own gardan plots. 
In view of their tanned countenances, 
their healthy physique and their gen- 
eral air. of stolidity, -which the soil 
usually impresses on her sons, it was 
difficult to believe that a year ago 
these bucolic farmers were tramping 
the streets of London In sheer desti- 
tution. One prize winner in particu- 
lar regarded his exhibits with the pro- 
fessional eye of an Andrew Pairser- 
vice. A year ago he was a disconso- 
late butcher in Stoke Newington. A 
St. Pancras clerk was declared first in 
the growing of salads, and a baker's 
roundsman showed special skill in the 
matter of pot plants. 
Before these 


men came to the colony they 
knew 


absolutely nothing about horticulture. 
As for the other men, tbe impression 
one gathered was that they were per- 
fectly willing to remain on the soil 
if they could only obtain a permanent 
footing. They seemed to like the col- 
ony but they missed their wives and 
children and they felt the insecurity 
of their position.

Blast Furnace Gas. 


The amount of gas generated by a 
blast furnace to produce pig iron is 
so enormous that if collected and util- 
ized for power 
purposes 
it 
would 
prove revolutionizing in manufactur- 
ing industries. 
Thus to produce In 
an 
ordinary 
well-equipped 
works 
about 150 tons of pig iron the blast 
furnace would generate upward of 20. 
000.000 cubic feet of gas. 
To harness 
this enormous amount of waste fuel 
is the aim of the builders of gas en- 
gines. 
Utilized for generating steam 
by burning, about 1,000-h. p. could be 
obtained; but if burnt directly In a 
modern large gas engine, the horse- 
power generated would 
be 
several 
times as much. 
Eminent 
engineers 
estimated that even if half this vol- 
ume should be wasted or used for 
heating the air blast of the furnace, 
there would still be sufllcient to pro- 
duce between 3,000 and 4,000 horse- 
power. 
Such an enormous gas gen- 
erator would thus prove of the great- 
est value for ordinary manufacturing 
purposes. 
Likewise, the gases of coke 
ovens can be utilized In the 
same 
way, adding greatly to the Import- 
ance of the gas .engine in its new 
field.—Mining 
World.

Since we b«gan 
the 
neglect 
and 
abandonment of canals 
France 
has 
quadrupled her waterways.

isles

8,000 miles of canal, and it does not 
all antedate tho railroad. 
The Man- 
chester canal was built at a cost of 
$75.000,000 to reduce freight rates for 
a distance of thirty-five miles, and, 
while it did not prove a good interest- 
bearing investment on such a large 
expenditure, its indirect and more per- 
manent benefits are said to have war- 
ranted it. Germany has 3,000 miles of 
canal carefully maintained, 
besides 
7,000 miles of ot*^er waterway. France, 
with an area less than we would con- 
sider a large state, has 3,000 miles of 
canal, and in the northern part, where 
the canals are most numerous, 
the 
railways are more i^rosperous. 
Eng- 
land, Germany, France, Holland and 
Belgiuju are all contemplating further 
oxtynsion and impr'ovement of thuir 
canal systems.—Centui y Magazine,

Experiment 
!n 
Helping 


the City'« Unemployed. 


The horticultural efforts 
of 
Lon- 
don's unemployed were subjected 
to 
a searching examination yesterday af- 
ieruoon when members of the Central 
(Unemployed) Body 
for London and 
representatives of all shades of 
poli- 
tical opinion from boards of guardians 
and borough councils attended 
the 
ilower show at the Hollesley 
Bay 
farm colony, near Melton, in Suffolk. 
The estate, comprising 1300 
acros, 
which is now tho municipal property 
oX London ratepayers, has been 
re- 
claimed from the waste land 
that 
surrounds it for many miles, aud has 
been found admirably adapted 
for 
agricultural pursuits, says the 
Lon- 
don Morning Post. 
The first batch of 
men arrived in February, 
and 


from then up to June, 1907, 1711 men 
have entered the colony. 
The 
men 
were selected through tho various dis- 
tress committees; the 
qualifications 
were that Uiey must be married, of 
good character and resident in Lon- 
don for at least six months, aud pref- 
erence was given to men likely 
to 
adapt themselves to country life. 
The 
average length of residpJice upon the 
colony has been ten weeks, and the 
averoige weekly payment to the fam- 
ily of each man has been 14 shillings 
C pence. 
Gardening Is the staple in- 
dustry. the gardens comprising about 
103 acres, of which nearly 
seventy 
acres have been plaaited with 
fruit, 
there being 30.000 fruit trees on the 
estate. 
Then there is tho farm, pri- 
marily a sheep farm, nearly GOO acros 
being arable. 
It is intended 
mainly 
for the emigration men, 
v/ho 
are 
taught milking, butter making and the 
general management of 
stock. 
The 
works department 
includes a 
range 
of workshops, for farmers, 
black- 
smiths. carpenters, 
joiners, 
painters 
and plumbers. 
Other subsidiary in- 
dustries are bee keeping and house 
buildiuig. 


At present the colony Is in rather a 
critical condition. 
The object of the 
governing committee Is to train men 
to be practical farmers, men who will 
remain permanently on the soil. 
Ac- 
cordingly they wish to institute a sys- 
tem of small holdings to be worked on 
co-operative lines. 
Each man was to 
have a cottage and five acres, of which 
three acres were to be devoted to gar- 
dening. 
That would involve the erec- 
tion of at least fifty cheap cottages, 
costing about £140 each, suitable for 
occupation by the men and their fam- 
ilies when they were being trained to 
be farmers and then-the erection of 
twenty-five cottages suitable for those 
who were ready to embark upon small 
holdings, but at present there are on- 
ly twelve such cottages and the local 
governme.nt refuses to allow any addi- 
tions to that number. 
Further, it pro- 
hibits any man from staying upon the 
colony longer than 
sixteen 
weeks. 
Tlie result, according to Bolton Smart, 
the superintendent of the colony, Is 
that his work to a great 
extent is 
handicapped. 


The prizes were distributed 
in a 
marquee by Miss Baker, of the Cen- 
tral (Unemployed) 
Body. 
Tho 
ex- 
hibits were all of high quality. 
The 
vegetables were, perhaps, the 
finest 
feature of the show; there were some 
pretty specimens of pot plants, and, 
considering the fact that tho 
soft 
fruits are now departing and the hard 
ftuits have not yet appeared the fruit 
exhibition was very fair. 
The prizes 
were divided among the happy twelve 
who live with their families In cot- 
tages and till their own garden plots. 
In view of their tanned countenances, 
their healthy physique and their gen- 
eral air,of 
stolidity, which the soil 
usually Impresses on her sons, It was 
difficult to believe that a year 
ago 
these bucolic farmers were tramping 
the streets of London In sheer desti- 
tution. 
One prize winner in particu- 
lar re€:arded his exhibits with the pro- 
fessional eye of an Andrew Fairser- 
vice. 
A year ago he was a disconso- 
late butcher In Stoke Newington, 
A 
St. Paneras clerk was declared first In 
the growing of salads, and a baker's 
roundsman showed special skill in the 
matter of pot plants. 
Before 
those 
men came to the colony they 
knew 
absolutely nothing about horticulture. 
As for the other men, the Impression 
one gathered was that they were per- 
fectly willing to remain on the soil 
If they could only obtain a permanent 
footing. They seemed to like tho col- 
ony but they missed their wives and 
children and they felt the insecurity 
pf their position.

Blast Furnace Gas. 


The amount of gas generated by a 
blast furnace to produce pig iron is 
so enormous that if collected and util­ 
ized for power 
purposes 
it would 
prove revolutionizing in manufactur­ 
ing Industries. 
Thus to produce in 
an 
ordinary 
well-equipped 
works 
about 150 tons of pig iron the blast 
furnace would generate upward of 20,- 
000,000 cubic feet of gas. To harness 
this enormous amount of waste fuel 
is the aim of the builders of gas en­ 
gines. 
Utilized for generating steam 
by burning, about 1,000-h. p. could be 
obtained; but if burnt directly in a 
modern large gas engine, the horse­ 
power generated would 
be 
several 
times as much. 
Eminent engineers 
estimated that even if half this vol­ 
ume should be wasted or used for 
heating the air blast of the furnace, 
there would still be sufficient to pro­ 
duce between 3,000 and 4,000 horse­ 
power. 
Such an enormous gas gen­ 
erator would thus prove of the great­ 
est value for ordinary manufacturing 
purposes. Likewise, the gases of coke 
ovens can be utilized in the same 
way, adding greatly to the import­ 
ance of the gas .engine in Its new 
field.—Mining World.

London 
Experiment 
In 
Helping 


the City’s Unemployed, 


The horticultural efforts 
of 
Lon­ 
don s unemployed were subjected 
to 
a searching examination yesterday af­ 
ternoon when members of the Central 
(Unemployed) Body 
for London and 
representatives of all shades of poli­ 
tical opinion from boards of guardians 
and borough councils attended 
the 
flower show at the Hollesley 
Bay 
farm colony, near Melton, in Suffolk. 
The estate, comprising 1300 
acrcs, 
which is now the municipal property 
of London ratepayers, has been re­ 
claimed from the waste land 
that 
surrounds it for many miles, and has 
been found admirably adapted 
for 
agricultural pursuits, says the 
Lon­ 
don Morning Post. 
The first batch of 
men arrived in February, 1905, and 
from then up to June, 1907, 1711 won 
have entered the colony. 
The 
men 
were selected through the various dis­ 
tress committees; the 
qualifications 
were that they must be married, of 
good character and resident in Lon­ 
don for at least six months, and pref­ 
erence was given to men likely to 
adapt themselves to country life. The 
average length of residcjice upon the 
colony has been ten weeks, and the 
average weekly payment to the fam­ 
ily of each man has been 14 shillings 
G pence. 
Gardening is the staple in­ 
dustry, the gardens comprising about 
103 acres, of which nearly seventy 
acres have been planted with 
fruit, 
there being 30,000 fruit trees on the 
estate. 
Then there is the farm, pri­ 
marily a sheep farm, nearly GOO acres 
being arable. 
It is intended mainly 
for the emigration men, 
who 
are 
taught milking, butter making and the 
general management of 
stock. 
The 
works department includes a range 
of workshops, for farmers, 
black­ 
smiths, ciarpenters, joiners, painters 
and plumbers. 
Other subsidiary in­ 
dustries are bee keeping and house 
buildimg. 


At present the colony is in rather a 
critical condition. 
The object of the 
governing committee is to train men 
to be practical farmers, man who will 
remain permanently on the soil. 
Ac­ 
cordingly they wish to institute a sys­ 
tem of small holdings to be worked on 
co-operative lines. 
Each man was to 
have a cottage and five acres, of which 
three acres were to be devoted to gar­ 
dening. 
That would involve the erec­ 
tion of at least fifty cheap cottages, 
costing about £140 each, suitable for 
occupation by the men and their fam­ 
ilies when they were being trained to 
be farmers and then • the erection of 
twenty-five cottages suitable for those 
who were ready to embark upon small 
holdings, but at present there are on­ 
ly twelve such cottages and the local 
government refuses to allow any addi­ 
tions to that number. Further, it pro­ 
hibits any man from staying upon the 
colony longer than 
sixteen 
weeks. 
The result, according to Bolton Smart, 
the superintendent of the colony, is 
that his work to a great 
extent is 
handicapped. 


The prizes were distributed

tral (Unemployed) 
Body. 
The 
ex­ 
hibits were all of high quality. 
The 
vegetables were, perhaps, the 
finest 
feature of the show; there were some 
pretty specimens of pot plants, and, 
considering the fact that the 
soft 
fruits are now departing and the hard 
fruits have not yet appeared the fruit 
exhibition was very fair. 
The prizes 
were divided among the happy twelve 
who live with their families in cot­ 
tages and till their own garden plots. 
In view of their tanned countenances, 
their healthy physique and their gen­ 
eral a i r , of stolidity, which the soil 
usually impresses on her sons, it was 
difficult to believe that a year ago 
these bucolic farmers were tramping 
the streets of London in sheer desti­ 
tution. 
One prize winner in particu­ 
lar regarded his exhibits with, the pro­ 
fessional eye of an Andrew Fairser- 
vice. 
A year ago he was a disconso­ 
late butcher in Stoke Newington, 
A 
St. Pancras clerk was declared first in 
the growing of salads, and a baker’s 
roundsman showed special skill in the 
matter of pot plants. 
Before 
these 
men came to the colony they 
knew 
absolutely nothing about horticulture. 
As for the other men, the impression 
one gathered was that they were per­ 
fectly willing to remain on the soil 
if they could only obtain a permanent 
footing. They seemed to like the col­ 
ony but they missed their wives and 
children and they felt the insecurity 
p£ their position.

Panic at a Funeral 


Forty persons were injured, tome of 


them probably, fatally, during a panic at 
noon Wednesday in Quickel's Church, 
York county, while the funeral services 
of Cnrvin and William Hoover, the boys 
who were murdered Saturday night, 
Nor. 16. at Pieasurerille. was in pro* 
gress. Several thousand persons bad 
assembled in and about the old church 
near Zioii's Yiew. At the must solemn 
part of the service, while the choir was 
engaged in singing a hymn, one of the 
deacons noticed that tbe roof was sag. 
ging, and notified tbe other officials of 
the church council of the fact. 


Doctor Slump •Has just about to make 


a request that the people leave the galle- 
ry when a stampede began. There was 
a crackling noise in the ceiling, as though 
the beams were giving way, and at the 
same time the two stoves collapsed. In 
an instant the scene of - mourning was 
changed to a riot. Men, women and 
children rushed for every means of exit. 
In the panic many fell and -were tram- 
pied upon; women screamed and im- 
plored the men to protect their children, 
•while mam- other persons fainted. 


While the panic was at its height the 


coffins containing the bodies of tbe slain 
youths were thrown to the floor and 
Borne of the occupants of a balcony leap- 
ed into the auditorium of the church, 
trampling upon the hapless ones direct- 
ly under them. 


The doors of the church were small 


and the windows were soon clogged. 
From the outside the cry which came 
from the church was fearful, and for j 
several minutes no one seemed able to i 
act. Then men begun to drive back the at the 


throng, saying that the church was safe 
and that all could get out unhurt. 


Detectives C. S. Whiie and Jacob 


Cookes, who were attending the service, 
gathered about them several of the cool- 
headed ones in the crowd and started 
the of rescue. They assisted women and 
children from the windows and succeed- 
ed in stopping the stampede al the rear 
exit. The injured were piled several 


- feet high at the rear of the church. 


A pathetic scene was presented in 


front of the pulpit, where the coffins 
were stationed. The parents of the dead 
boys, as soon as the rush for the exits 
started, threw themselves in front of the 
coffins and tried to protect the bodies. 
The coffins, however, were overturned. 


When the church was emptied of the 


throng the iuterior of the church pre- 
sented a scene of ruin, with broken 
benches, chairs and 
other furniture 


strewn about. A basketful of pockct- 
boofcs, watches, hats, coats, combs and 
handkerchiefs was gathered from the 
floors. 


The cries of the injured could be heard 


all through the village of Zion's View, 
and a crowd quickly gathered there. 
Telephone calls were sent for physicians. 
As soon as quiet was restored the ser- 
mon was preached from the doorway of 
the old church and the bodies were in- 
terred in the adjoining grave yard, both 
bodies in one grave.

Forty persotiH were injured, aome of 
them probably, fatally, during a panic at 
noon Wednesday in Quickers Church, 
York county, while tho funeral services 
of Curvin and William Hoover, the boys

Nov, 10, at Ploasurevillc, was in pro 
gresB, 
Several thouaand persons had 
assembled in and about tho old church 
near Zion's Yiew. 
At tho most solemn 
part of the service, while the choir was 
engaged in singing a hymn, one of the 
deacons noticed that the roof was sag« 
giug, and notified the other ofllcials of 
the church council of tho fact. - 


Doctor Stump was just about to make 
a request that tho people leave the gallv* 
ry when a stampede began. 
There was 
a crackling noise in tho ccMlug, as though 
the beams were giving way, and at the 
same time the two stoves collapsed. In 
an instant the bcene of mourning waa 
changed to a riot. 
Men, women and 
children rushed for every means of exit. 
In the panic many fell and were tram- 
pled upon; women screamed and im- 
plored the men to protect their children^ 
while many other persons fainted. 


While the panic was at its height the 
coillns containing the bodies of tho slain 
youths were thrown to the floor and 
Bome of tho occupauta of a balcony leap- 
ed into the auditorium of the church, 
trampling upon tho hapless ones direct« 
ly under them. 


The doors of the church were small 
and the windows were soon clogged.

DEMAND FOR BASKET WILLOWS, 


Profitable 
Industry 
for 
Farmer« 
to 
Supply the Home 
Market, 


Ninety-nine percent of the best grade 
basket willow used in this country Is 
imported from Europe, according to a 
Massachusetts manufacturer of 
high 
grade furniture and basket ware, who 
has just submitted a statement to the 
Forest Service. 
This firm uses 
the 
best stock only, and is supplied entire- 
ly from France. 


The fact is emphasized that the de- 
mand for high grade willow rods 
is 
constantly increasing and the supply 
is falling short. 
European manufac- 
turers compete keenly for the best pro- 
ducts In their countries, and until re- 
cently 
only the 
inferior rods 
were 
shipped to America, where they have 
been bought at three times the prices 
quoted for similar stock a few years 
ago, 


Uncle Sam is oncouraging the grow- 
ing of high grade basket willow rods 
In this country and has successfully 
experimented with holts near Wash- 
ington. 
Select cuttings have been dis- 
tributed among farmers, with 
direc- 
tions for planiiAg and preparing for 
market. 
Particular attention is given 
to selecting the »varieties and strains 
best suited to the soil where the plant- 
ings will be made. 


At the present state of increase in 
the consumption of basket willows an 
over-production under normal develop- 
ments is hardly possible during the 
period of a man's life, or at any rate, 
not during the life of a.well regulated 
willow holt, which may be from 20 
to 30 years< 


The demand for basket willows is so 
great and the production so quick and 
easy that hardly any other farm crop 
can competo with it. 
The willow bas- 
ket 
Industry 
is 
far 
from 
having 
reached its highest point of develop- 
ment and the list of articles which 
are now made and eventually will be 
made out of willow rods is practically 
without limit. 


The Forest Service is prepared to 
furnish information to those who de- 
sire to plant and will also furnish free 
cuttings for experimental planiing.— 


Michigan mint farmers are anxious 
as to the future of this now extensive 
crop of the Wolverine State. 
In Ber- 
ilen County alone there is now being 
harvested and hauled to tho distillery 
somewhere 
between 
two 
thousand 
and twenty-five hundred acres' pro- 
duction of peppermint 
plant. 
The 
cause of the anxiety Is the low price. 
It is now so low that some of the 
producers claim that no great amount 
of money is made in growing it. Great 
quantities of oil were held over from 
last year in the hope that an advance 
would come. 
One grower is said to 
he holding 13,000 pounds, 
another 
2000 pounds, and others have 
not 
sold tholr crop of last year, still hold- 
ing it for better prices. 


All of this is in face of the fact 
that uses of mint oil are multiplying, 
and there is an increased 
demand 
for the uses to which it has been ap- 
plied In the past. 
In late years there 
has been a falling off of the crop, 
due to unfavorable weather and other 
conditions. 
The surplus oil always 
has been exported, but exports have 
fallen off because of the competition 
of Japanese growers, who produce a 
much inferior article. 


This country annually produces in 
the neighborhood of 200.000 pounds 
of oil. 
Three-fourths of this quan- 
tity is distilled in Southern Michigan, 
which has become the centre of sup- 
ply. 
Wayne County, N, Y.. once held 
this distinction, but it 
surrendered 
to Berrien 
and 
other 
counties 
of 
Michigan long ago. 
Up to this time 
the best offers that have come to 
any of the growers this season are 
about $1.40 a pound. 
In other years 
the price has gone to .$3 and beyond. 
It has been down as low as seventy- 
flve cents. 


Despite the uncertainty as tq the 
future worth of oil, the acreage has 
held its own, If it has not Increased. 
There are a good many reasons for 
this, the principal 
one 
being 
that 
drainage operations have reclaimed 
great tracts of land that are particu- 
larly well adapted to the growth of 
mint. 
The other day I passed over 
a farm of two thousand acres near 
Three Oaks, in Berrien County. 
Of 
this big tract of land four hundred 
acres had been planted in mint and 
harvesting and distilling were then 
In progress. 
Through this magnifi- 
cent farm had been dug an Immense 
drainage canal that had saved thou- 
sands of acres of the finest muck land 
in the State. 
This canal was six miles 


hood and weeded once a week. 
It 
blooms In August and 
September. 
The first year It Is cut with a scythe. 
A man goes up one side of a row and 
back on the other. 
After the second 
year, the furrows are so 
levelled 
down that the cutter of an ordinary 
mowing machine is able to get bold 
of the stems, and from that on the 
cutting is done by the machine. 
Af- 
ter being cut it lies about twenty- 
four hours, until the plant has wilted 
but not dried. 
A field of cut mint 
closely resembles one of clover. 
A 
side delivery horse rake is used to 
rake tho straw in small 
windrows, 
and then it is bunched. 


It Is loaded on hay rack wagons 
and hauled to the still. 
Nearly all of 
the Michigan growers have their own 
stills, but recently a large structure 
of this kind has been built to accom- 
modate the growers, who do not own 
such a contrivance. 
These stills cost 
all the way from $700 to twice as 
much. 
The smallest is equipped with 
a forty-horsepower boiler to generate 
the steam necessary for the vats and 
for pumping water for cooling pur- 
Ijoses. 


Generally one end of the building 
is inclosed and the other end Is with- 
out sides, so that teams may drive 
close to a platform flush with which 
are the tops of the vats. 
The vats 
are about nine feet deep and eight 
feet in diameter and resemble large 
wooden vinegar vats. 
Some of the 
stills have four of these, 
but 
the 
smaller ones have only two, located 
next to the boiler end of the struc- 
ture, 
Each vat has a movable plat- 
form in the bottom that may be raised 
or lowered by means of one chain at 
each side.

Denatured alcohol Is simply 
tho 
commercial 
grade of pure 
alcohol 
made unfit for use as a beverage by, 
having 
added 
to It wood 
alcohol, 
which is poisonous. 
This 
denatur- 
ing process must be under the direct 
inspection and control of the United 
States government. 


It is not likely that the Individual 
farmer will operate and own his still. 
This would interfere' too much .with 
the 
regular 
farm 
work. 
The 
ex- 
pense of inspecting these stills and 
denaturing 
this 
alcohol 
In 
small 
quantities would be enormous, Thera 
Is no reason, however, why co-opera- 
tive or county distilleries should not 
be set up in which the farmers would 
own stock, furnish the raw material 
and use the finished product on their 
farms or sell the surplus. 
In this 
manner tax free alcohol must neces- 
sarily be a benefit to the farmer. 


The cost of denaturing alcohol will 
be that of labor and the cost of the 
denaturing agents, and should 
not 
exceed fivo cents a gallon. 


The chief alcohol yielding materi-

The water In the canal fur- 
nished all of the requirements 
for 
steam and cooling purposes, and this 
distillery had 
a capacity 
of 
from 
eight to thirteen forty-pound cans of 
oil a day. 


Other reasons for increased acre- 
age are that new and improved ma- 
chinery and implements for distilla- 
tion and cultivation have come into 
use, so that crops may be handled 
more easily and speedily. 
Then the 
growers have been educating them- 
selves as to the different new uses 
to which mint oil is put. 
They are 
banking on the fact that the Michigan 
oil Is the finest that can be produced, 
and that there must be an increased 
demand and that prices 
finally 
will 
rise. 


The w^eather for this year's crop of 
mint was not good. 
It was too wet, 
and an Immense amount of labor was 
required to keep the weeds out of 
the new patches. 
It was simply Im- 
possible to weed out the old patches, 
and to-day the weeds go into the vats 
along with the 
mint, 
except 
that 
which comes from the new patches. 


Until last year mint was planted 
In the spring, but recently a young 
woman grower who had forty acres In 
mint adopted and is now carrying out 
a new plan. 
She plants In the fall. 
Her farm is well protected by Lake 
Michigan, 
She argues 
that 
It 
Is 
much easier to smooth over the land 
In October than in March, 
Of course, 
«he runs the risk of the plant being 
frozen, but up to this time she has 
profited by fall planting. 
It must be 
understood that only a little planting 
Is done each year, for the old plants 
continue to produce annually, but the 
production of oil is less with each 
ensuing year, so that finally Its pro- 
duction Is too low to allow It to stand. 
As the old patches give out new ones 
are planted. 


The land on which mint Is grown 
is black. 
It is prepared for mint Just 
as ground for a potato patch is pre- 
pared. 
A hand passes along in the 
furrow carrying over his shoulder a 
sack in which are the long stalks of 
mint plant. 
These aro dropped one 
at a time lengthwise in the furrow, 
the ends overlapping, so that there is 
a continuous row of plants from one 
end of the furrow to the other. 
The 
modern way of covering is by the use 
of a plow, but a goud many grow- 
ers cover the plants with their feet, 
tramp them down in the soft black 
loam and cover them as they pass 
along. 
The shoots on the stem ai'e 
about two inches from each 
other, 
and in due course of time these shoots 
take hold in the ground and begin

tho winter. In early spring tho shoots 
begin to show, closely resembling wa- 
tercress. 
At first it grows slow, but 
after tiie middle of June the progress 
ts rapid. 
Tl*e new mint has to he 


A loaded wagon is driven up along- 
side the open side of the still, and 
the .mint is pitched on £o the plat- 
form and then into the vats, two men 
tramping it down until there is a 
solid charge. 
Then a heavy top is 
clamped on. the steam valve is opened 
and the steam is admitted at the bot- 
tom. 
The oil cells of the charge are 
ruptured by the heat, the oil escap- 
ing upward with the current of the 
stream, 
which, 
thus 
impregnated 
with oil, flows through 
condensers, 
which are nothing more 
than 
tin 
pipes. 
Cold water from an overhead 
trough flows on the pipes, and the 
oil-impregnated steam Is converted to 
oil and water. 
It empties into a re- 
ceiver about the size of an eight-gal- 
lon milk can at one end of the worm 
of pipes. 
The worm is located in the 
boiler end of the building and against 
one of the sides. 


The oil rises to the top in the re- 
ceiver, leaving the water in the bot- 
tom. 
An Ingenious contrivance 
is 
made use of to skim the oil from 
the water. 
The mint in the vat is 
steamed for from forty to sixty min- 
utes, after which the 
top 
is 
un- 
clamped. 
Then, by the use of a stout 
crane, with which each still is equip- 
ped, the charge Is drawn from the 
vat. 
The chains that extend 
down 
to the movable bottom are fastened 
to a steel spreader and the charge 
is then hoisted clear out of the vat. 
This In turn is loaded on a wagon and 
Is hauled out to a meadow, where It 
Is spread out on the ground. 
There 
.It Is allowed to dry just as hay is 
allowed to cure. 
Then It is raked 
up and hauled to the barns, where 
it Is stacked. 


Here Is a very interesting feature 
of mint farming. 
Animals, horses, 
cows, sheep and cattle generally eat 
this mint straw. 
Up to this time It 
is not known exactly what value at- 
taches to this material as food for 
animals, further than it is consumed 
ravenously. 
Mr. Kelley, 
who 
has 
charge of the Warner farm at Three 
Oaks, where four hundred out of two 
thousand acres of reclaimed land are 
In mint, says that he has been accus- 
tomed to haul some of the charges 
Just as they are drawn from the vat, 
and to spread the material in the 
barnyard. He said he did this to keep 
animals out of the mud, but he soon 
noticed that the horses and 
other 
animals left timothy to eat up the 
mint straw as long as they could find 
a spear. 
On this farm the charges 
are now being dumped in great wind- 
rows alongside the drainage 
canal, 
on both sides. 
It Is proposed to col- 
lect stock along the banks and allow 
them to feed there during the winter 
months. 
It Is not expected that they 
will eat all of It, but much will be 
consumed. 


Since mint farming has assumed 
such extensive proportions in Berrien 
County more than one kind has been 
grown. 
Some of 
tho farmers 
are 
producing spearmint. 
This is largely 
used as a flavoring agent in cookery, 
having 
a 
pleasant 
aromatic 
odor. 
Tansy also Is being grown and dis- 
tilled, the oil being used as a 
flavor- 
ing agent. 


The help question largely 
enters 
into the mint-raising industry. 
Forty 
acres of mint requires a force of from 
seven to fifteen men, who are paid 
$1.50 a day and their board. 
Weed- 
ing requires an immense amount of 
work, and the largest force is re- 
quired when the new patches demand 
this kind of attention, 
Jn some of 
the larger stills it requires a force 
of from five to seven men to run the 
still alone. 
The work of harvesting 
and distilling begins ip the latter part 
of August and lasts until fiobt stops 
tho 
work. ~

Bee to Aid Japau. 


A tiny American bee is about to be 
charged with a task beyond the power 
of man to accomplish—a task which 
means nothing less than changing the 
agricultural status of a nation. 
If 
successful—and results already indi- 
cate favorable progress of the experi- 
ment—it will mean wealth and pros- 
perity for hundreds of farmers In 
Japan. 
Instead of trying unsuccess- 
fully to raise fruits, such as apples 
and pears, the soil-tillers 
of 
the 
"Land of the Cherry Blossom" will 
yield in abundance, and the natives 
will rejoice In luscious fruits and de- 
licious vegetables which, because of 
the lethargy of their native bee and 
Its failure to carry pollen. It has been 
Impossible for them to raise. 


The bee to which this task Is as- 
signed is the golden bee. 
It Is raised 
in America and was produced by an 
American, and already many 
little 
queen golden bees have been sent to 
Japan to begin their task. 


The native Japanese bee is an In- 
dolent thing and does little more than 
crawl about to meet the needs of its 
day. 
Because of Its apathy It has 
been Impossible 
to 
cultivate 
such 
fruits as apples and pears and such 
vegetables as cucumbers, 
tomatoes 
and melons. 
The male and female 
blossoms of the bellflower varieties 
of fruits and vegetables are usually 
so far apart that It Is necessary for 
some agent of nature to carry the 
pollen. 
In many other countries the 
busy sllttle bee, In its search 
for 
honey, is the means of fructification. 
In Japan the bees simply refuse to 
work.—Harper's Weekly. 


CofTeo Substitute Culture. 


A syndicate of Stockton capitalists 
has purchased 
a 500-acre tract of 
very rich land on Robert's Island, ono 
of the numerous fertile river Islands 
west of Stockton, and expects soon to 
commence the cultivation of "coffee," 


They are going to put this large 
tract Into "blackeye beans," which 
are used extensively in the manufac- 
ture of the cheaper grades of coffee. 
The bean takes a nice brown color, 
has a good fiavor, and cannot be de- 
tected from the genuino coffee bean 
— t h e imported article—except by an 
experienced expert; and even such a 
person would find It difficult to detect 
the counterfeit In a ground mixture 
of the real article. 


The blackeye bean owing to the 
demand for It in the manufacture of 
coffeo sells readily for five cents per 
pound; much cheaper than real coffee 
can be purchased for. 
The blackeye 
bean is not at all injurious, as has 
been determined by repeated, experi- 
menting and chemical tests; but, on 
the contrary. It makes a very nutri- 
tious drink when mixed with 
real 
coffee, as is always the case, and the 
flavor is delicious. 
In fact, about the 
only thing against the blackeye bean 
is, that it is not coffee, and no enthu- 
siastic coffee drinker would knowing- 
ly drink any substitute. 
This is the 
first attempt to cultivate the blackeye 
bean in California.—Scientific Amer- 
ican. 


starch and sugar. 
Used for this pur- 
pose they yield about forty-five per 
cent of their weight in alcohol. 
This 
gives us a basis for estimating tho 
amount 
of alcohol which 
different 
crops may yield. 
Thus the percent- 
age of alcohol making material in 
,different farm 
products, 
of 
which 
about forty-five per cent, can be con- 
verted into alcohol. Is as follows: 


Rice, 80 per cent; rye, 72 per cent;- 
wheat, 71 per cent; barley, 70 per 
cent; corn, 70 per cent; Kafir corn, 
70 per cent; buckwheat, G4 per cent; 
oats, GO per cent; cowpeas, 55 per 
cent; peas, 5 0 per cent; potatoes, 17 
per cent; apples, IG per cent; sugar 
beets, 15 per cent; and corn stalks, 
(green) 12 per cent. 


For 
example, 
suppose a 
farmer 
raises only 100 bushels of potatoes 
on an acre; these will weigh GOOD 
pounds. 
According to the above es- 
timate 17 per cen: of this, or 1200 
pounds, is starch. 
This starch will 
yield about 45 per cent, of its weight 
in 
alcohol, or 
459 
pounds, 
which 
equals sixty-seven gallons. 
Thus the 
alcohol produced from one acre of 
potatoes of 100 bushels' yield, selling 
for 25 cenis a gallon, would amount 
to the sum of $16.75. 


Calculations made from any of the 
other farm crops, as to the amount 
of alcohol which may be produced, 
will look rather small from the far- 
mer's standpoint. 


Under these conditions It 
would 
hardly be a paying proposition 
to 
raise the average crop for the pro- 
duction of alcohol. 
However, there 
are always'in connection with 
the 
farm some products which could be 
easily converted into alcohol which 
would otherwise bo totally lost. This 
alcohol would, in the majority of 
cases, furnish the heat, light 
and 
power necessary for that farm, and 
would at the tame time 
tend 
to 
keep down the price of gasolene and 
kerosene. 


For lighting purposes alcohol has 
been found to possess almost twice 
the eflflciency of kerosene. 
It fu:-- 
nishes a brighter, cleaner and whiter 
light, without the disagreeable odor, 
and Is safer than kerosene. 


For power purposes, according to 
Lucke, "an engine designed for gas- 
olene or kerosene can, without any 
material alterations to adapt it to 
alcohol, 
give slightly more 
power 
(about 10 per cent.) than when oper-., 
ated with gasolene or kerosene, but 
the increase Is at the expense of 
greater consumption of fuel. 
By al- 
terations designed to adapt the en- 
gine to this new fuel this excess of 
power may be increased to about 20 
per cent. 
The different designs of 
gasolene engines are not equally well 
adapted to the burning of alcohol, 
though all may burn It with a fair 
degree of success," 


In most localities it is 
unlikely 
that alcohol power will be cheaper 
or as cheap as gasolene power for 
some time to come. 


Too much must not be expected , 
of the alcohol Industry at once; Ita ' 
progress is bound to be slow. There 
are many problems to solve which 
will take considerable time. 


A Lobster Monstrosity.

a lobster which measured thirty-two 
inches and weighed thirteen pounds.

Mint Farming in Michigan. 
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More Than Two Thousand Acres Devoted to the Industry in 
One County—Some Account of the Planting, 


Cultivating and Distilling. 


J. L. GRAFF, RAVENSWOOD, ILL. 


Michigan mint farmers are anxious 
as to the future of this now extensive 
crop of the Wolverine State. In Ber- 
lien County alone there is now being 
harvested and hauled to the distillery 
somewhere between two thousand 
and twenty-five hundred acres' pro­ 
duction of peppermint plant. 
The 
cause of the anxiety is the low price. 
It is now so low that some of the 
producers claim that no great amount 
of money is made in growing it. Great 
quantities of oil were held over from 
last year in the hope that an advance 
would come. 
One grower is said to 
be holding 13,000 pounds, another 
2000 pounds, and others have not 
sold their crop of last year, still hold­ 
ing it for better prices. 


All of this is in face of the fact 
that uses of mint oil are multiplying, 
and there is an increased demand 
for the uses to which it has been ap­ 
plied in the past. 
In late years there 
has been a falling off of the crop, 
due to unfavorable weather and other 
conditions. 
The surplus oil always 
has been exported, but exports have 
fallen off because of the competition 
of Japanese growers, who produce a 
ranch inferior article. 


This country annually produces in 
the neighborhood of 200,000 pounds 
of oil. 
Three-fourths of this quan­ 
tity is distilled in Southern Michigan, 
which has become the centre of sup­ 
ply. Wayne County, N. Y., once held 
this distinction, but it surrendered 
to Berrien and other counties of 
Michigan long ago. 
Up to this time 
the best offers that have come to 
any of the growers this season are 
about $1.40 a pound. 
In other years 
the price has gone to $3 and beyond. 
It has been down as low as seventy- 
five cents. 


Despite the uncertainty as to. the 
future worth of oil, the acreage has 
held its own, if it has not increased. 
There are a good many reasons for 
this, the principal one being that 
drainage operations have reclaimed 
great tracts of land that are particu- I clamped on, the steam valve is opened 


hood and W’eeded once a week. 
It 
blooms in August and September. 
The first year it is cut with a scythe. 
A man goes up one side of a row and 
back on the other. 
After the second 
year, the furrows are so levelled 
down that the cutter of an ordinary 
mowing machine is able to get hold 
of the stems, and from that on the 
cutting is done by the machine. 
Af­ 
ter being cut it lies about twenty- 
four hours, until the plant has wilted 
but not dried. 
A field of cut mint 
closely resembles one of clover. 
A 
side delivery horse rake is used to 
rake the straw In small windrows, 
and then it is bunched. 


It is loaded on hay rack wagons 
and hauled to the still. Nearly all of 
the Michigan growers have their own 
stills, but recently a large structure 
of this kind has been built to accom­ 
modate the growers, who do not own 
such a contrivance. 
These stills cost 
all the way from $700 to twice as 
much. 
The sriiallest is equipped with 
a forty-liorsepower boiler to generate 
the steam necessary for the vats and 
for pumping water for cooling pur­ 
poses. 


Generally one end of the building 
is inclosed and the other end is with­ 
out sides, so that teams may drive 
close to a platform flush with which 
are the tops of the vats. 
The vats 
are about nine feet deep and eight 
feet in diameter and resemble large 
wooden vinegar vats. 
Some of the 
stills have four of these, but the 
smaller ones have only two, located 
next to the boiler end of the struc­ 
ture. 
Each vat has a movable plat­ 
form in the bottom that may be raised 
or lowered by means of one chain at 
each side. 


A loaded wagon is driven up along­ 
side the open side of the still, and 
the mint is pitched on io the plat­ 
form and then into the vats, two men 
tramping it down until there is a 
solid charge.

Denatured alcohol is simply the 
commercial grade of pure alcohol 
made unfit for use as a beverage by, 
having added to it wood alcohol» 
which is poisonous. 
This denatur­ 
ing process must be under the direct 
inspection and control of the United 
States government. 


It is not likely that the individual 
farmer will operate and own his still. 
This would interfere* too much .with 
the regular farm work. 
The ex­ 
pense of inspecting these stills and 
denaturing this 
alcohol 
in 
small 
Quantities would be enormous. There 
is no reason, however, why co-opera­ 
tive or county distilleries should not 
be set up in which the farmers would 
own stock, furnish the raw material 
and use the finished product on their 
farms or sell the surplus. 
In this 
manner tax free alcohol must neces­ 
sarily be a benefit to the farmer. 


The cost of denaturing alcohol will 
be that of labor and the cost of the 
denaturing agents, and should not 
exceed five cents a gallon.

DEMAND FOR BASKET WILLOWS. 


Profitable Industry for Farmer« to 
Supply the Home Market, 


Ninety-nine percent of the best grade 
basket willow used in this country is 
imported from Europe, according to a 
Massachusetts manufacturer of 
high 
grade furniture and basket ware, who 
has just submitted a statement to the 
Forest Service, 
This firm uses the 
best stock only, and is supplied entire­ 
ly from France. 


The fact is emphasized that the de­ 
mand for high grade willow rods 
is 
constantly increasing and the supply 
is falling short. 
European manufac­ 
turers compete keenly for the best pro­ 
ducts in their countries, and until re­ 
cently only the inferior rods were 
shipped to America, where they have 
been bought at three times the prices 
quoted for similar stock a few years 
ago. 


Uncle Sam is encouraging the grow­ 
ing of high grade basket willow rods 
in this country and has successfully 
experimented with holts near Wash­ 
ington. Select cuttings have been dis­ 
tributed among farmers, with direc­ 
tions for planting and preparing for 
market. Particular attention is given 
to selecting the ^varieties and strains 
best suited to the soil where the plant­ 
ings will be made. 


At the present state of increase in 
the consumption of basket willows an 
over-production under normal develop­ 
ments is hardly possible during the 
period of a man's life, or at any rate, 
not during the life of a.w?ell regulated 
willow holt, which may be from 20 
to 30 years* 


The demand for basket willows is so 
great and the production so quick and 
easy that hardly any other farm crop 
can compete with it. The willow bas­ 
ket 
industry 
is 
far from 
having 
reached its highest point of develop­ 
ment and the list of articles which 
are now made and eventually will be 
made out of willow rods is practically 
without limit, 


The Forest Service is prepared to 
furnish information to those who de­ 
sire to plant and will also furnish free 
cuttings for experimental planting.— 
Washington

ft farm of two thousand acres near 
Three Oaks, in Berrien County.

acres had been planted in mint and 
harvesting and distilling were then 
In progress. 
Through this magnifi­ 
cent farm had been dug an immense 
drainage canal that had saved thou­ 
sands of acres of the finest muck land 
in the State.

across the top and from ten to fifteen 
feet deep. 
On the bank of this can^l 
had been constructed one of the larg­ 
est mint distilleries of the* mint re­ 
gion. 
The water in the canal fur­ 
nished all of the requirements for 
steam and cooling purposes, and this 
distillery had a capacity of from 
eight to thirteen forty-pound cans of 
oil a day. 


Other reasons for increased acre­ 
age are that new and improved ma­ 
chinery and implements for distilla­ 
tion and cultivation have come into 
use, so that crops may be handled 
more easily and speedily. 
Then the 
growers have been educating them­ 
selves as to the different new uses 
to which mint oil is put. 
They are 
banking on the fact that the Michigan 
oil is the finest that can be produced, 
and that there must be an increased 
demand and that prices finally will 
rise. 


The weather for this year’s crop of 
mint was not good. 
It was too wet, 
and an immense amount of labor was 
required to keep the weeds out of 
the new patches. 
It was simply im­ 
possible to weed out the old patches, 
and to-day the weeds go into the vats 
along with the mint, 
except that 
which comes from the new patches. 


Until last year mint was planted 
in the spring, but recently a young 
woman grower who had forty acres in 
mint adopted and is now carrying out 
a new plan. 
She plants in the fall. 
Her farm is well protected by Lake 
Michigan. 
She argues 
that 
it 
is 
much easier to smooth over the land 
in October than in March. 
Of course, 
•he runs the risk of the plant being 
frozen, but up to this time she has 
profited by fall planting. 
It must be 
understood that only a little planting 
is done each year, for the old plants 
continue to produce annually, but the 
inoduction of oil is less with each 
ensuing year, so that finally its pro­ 
duction is too low to allow it to stand. 
As the old patches give out new ones 
are planted. 


The land on which mint is grown 
is black. It is prepared for mint just 
as ground for a potato patch is pre­ 
pared, 
A hand passes along in the 
furrow carrying over his shoulder a 
sack in which are the long stalks of 
mint plant. 
These are dropped one 
at a time lengthwise in the furrow, 
the ends overlapping, so that thei’e is 
a continuous row of plants from one 
end of the furrow to the other. 
The 
modern way of covering is by the use 
of a plow, but a good many grow­ 
ers cover the plants with their feet, 
tramp them down in the soft black 
loam and cover them as they pass 
along, 
The shoots on the stem are 
about two inches from each other, 
and in due course of time these shoots 
take hold in the ground and begin 
to send up spears. In the fall-planted 
mint the plants lie dormant through 
the winter. In early spring the shoots 
begin to show, closely resembling wa­ 
tercress. 
At first it grows slow, but 
after the middle of June the progress 
ts rapid. 
The new mint has to be 


and the steam is admitted at the bot­ 
tom. 
The oil cells of the charge are 
ruptured by the heat, the oil escap­ 
ing upward with the current of the 
stream, 
which, 
thus 
impregnated 
with oil, flows through condensers, 
which are nothing more 
than 
tin 
pipes. 
Cold water from an overhead 
trough flows on the pipes, and the 
oil-impregnated steam is converted to 
oil and water. 
It empties into a re­ 
ceiver about the size of an eight-gal­ 
lon milk can at one end of the worm 
of pipes. 
The worm is located in the 
boiler end of the building and against 
one of the sides. 


The oil rises to the top in the re­ 
ceiver, leaving the water in the bot­ 
tom. 
An ingenious contrivance is 
made use of to skim the oil from 
the water. 
The mint in the vat is 
steamed for from forty to sixty min­ 
utes, after which the 
top 
is 
un­ 
damped. Then, by the use of a stout 
crane, with which each still is equip­ 
ped, the charge is drawn from the 
vat. 
The chains that extend down 
to the movable bottom are fastened 
to a steel spreader and the charge 
is then hoisted clear out of the vat. 
This in turn is loaded on a wagon and 
is hauled out to a meadow, where it 
is spread out on the ground. 
There 
.it is allowed to dry just as hay is 
allowed to cure. 
Then it is raked 
up and hauled to the barns, where 
it is stacked. 


Here is a very interesting feature 
of mint farming, 
Animals, horses, 
cows, sheep and cattle generally eat 
this mint straw. 
Up to this time it 
is not known exactly what value at­ 
taches to this material as food for 
animals, further than it is consumed 
ravenously. 
Mr. Kelley, 
who 
has 
charge of the Warner farm at Three 
Oaks, where four hundred out of two 
thousand acres of reclaimed land are 
In mint, says that he has been accus­ 
tomed to haul some of the charges 
just as they are drawn from the vat, 
and to spread the material in the 
barnyard. He said he did this to keep 
animals out of the mud, but he soon 
noticed that the horses and other 
animals left timothy to eat up the 
mint straw as long as they could find 
a spear. 
On this farm the charges 
are now being dumped in great wind­ 
rows alongside the drainage canal, 
on both sides, 
It is proposed to col­ 
lect stock along the banks and allow 
them to feed there during the winter 
months. 
It is not expected that they 
will eat all of It, but much will be 
consumed. 


Since mint farming has assumed 
such extensive proportions in Berrien 
County more than one kind has been 
grown. 
Some of the farmers are 
producing spearmint. This is largely 
used as a flavoring agent in cookery, 
having a pleasant aromatic odor. 
Tansy also is being grown and dis­ 
tilled, the oil being used as a flavor­ 
ing agent. 


The help question largely enters 
into the mint-raising industry. Forty 
acres of mint requires a force of from 
seven to fifteen men, who are paid 
$1.50 a day and their board. Weed­ 
ing requires an immense amount of 
work, and the largest force is re­ 
quired when the new patches demand 
this kind of attention. 
Jn some of 
the larger stills it requires a force 
of from five to seven men to run the

Bee to Aid Japan. 


A tiny American bee is about to be 
charged with a task beyond the power 
of man to accomplish— a task W’hicli 
means nothing less than changing the 
agricultural status of a nation. 
If 
successful— and results already indi­ 
cate favorable progress of the experi­ 
ment— it will mean wealth and pros­ 
perity for hundreds of farmers in 
Japan. 
Instead of trying unsuccess­ 
fully to raise fruits, such as apples 
and pears, the soil-tillers 
of 
the 
“Land of the Cherry Blossom” will 
yield in abundance, and the natives 
will rejoice in luscious fruits and de­ 
licious vegetables which, because of 
the lethargy of their native bee and 
its failure to carry pollen, it has been 
impossible for them to raise. 


The bee to which this task is as­ 
signed is the golden bee. 
It is raised 
in America and was produced by an 
American, and already many little 
queen golden bees have been sent to 
Japan to begin their task. 


The native Japanese bee is an in­ 
dolent thing and does little more than 
crawl about to meet the needs of its 
day. 
Because of its apathy it has 
been impossible 
to 
cultivate such 
fruits as apples and pears and such 
vegetables as cucumbers, tomatoes 
and melons. 
The male and female 
blossoms of the bellflower varieties 
of fruits and vegetables are usually 
so far apart that it is necessary for 
some agent of nature to carry the 
pollen. 
In many other countries the 
busy slittle bee, in its search for 
honey, is the means of fructification. 
In Japan the bees simply refuse to 
work.— Harper's Weekly. 


Coffee Substitute Culture. 


A syndicate of Stockton capitalists 
has purchased a 500-acre tract of 
very rich land on Robert’s Island, one 
of the numerous fertile river islands 
west of Stockton, and expects soon to 
commence the cultivation of “coffee.” 


They are going to put this large 
tract into “blackeye beans,” which 
are used extensively in the manufac­ 
ture of the cheaper grades of coffee. 
The bean takes a nice brown color, 
has a good flavor, and cannot be de­ 
tected from the genuine coffee bean 
— the imported article— except by an 
experienced expert; and even such a 
person would find it difficult to detect 
the counterfeit in a ground mixture 
of the real article. 


The blackeye bean owing to the 
demand for it in the manufacture of 
coffee sells readily for five cents per 
pound; much cheaper than real coffee 
can be purchased for. 
The blackeye 
bean is not at all injurious, as has 
been determined by repeated, experi­ 
menting and chemical tests; but, on 
the contrary, it makes a very nutri­ 
tious drink when mixed with real 
coffee, as is always the case, and the 
flavor is delicious. In fact, about the 
only thing against the blackeye bean 
is, that it is not coffee, and no enthu­ 
siastic coffee drinker would knowing­ 
ly drink any substitute, 
This is the 
first attempt to cultivate the blackeye 
bean in California.— Scientific Amer­ 
ican. 


starch and sugar. 
Used for this pur­ 
pose they yield about forty-five per 
cent of their weight in alcohol. 
This 
gives us a basis for estimating the 
amount of alcohol which different 
crops may yield. 
Thus the percent­ 
age of alcohol making material in 
^different farm products, of which 
about forty-five per cent, can be con­ 
verted into alcohol, is as follows: 


Rice, 80 per cent; rye, 72 per cent;: 
wheat, 71 per cent; barley, 70 per 
cent; corn, 70 per cent; Kafir corn, 
70 per cent; buckwheat, G4 per cent; 
oats, GO per cent; cowpeas, 55 per 
cent; peas, 5 0 per cent; potatoes, 17 
per cent; apples, 1G per cent; sugar 
beets, 15 per cent; and corn stalks, 
(green) 12 per cent. 


For example, suppose a farmer 
raises only 100 bushels of potatoes 
on an acre; these will weigh 6000 
pounds. 
According to the above es­ 
timate 17 per cent of this, or 1200 
pounds, is starch. 
This starch will 
yield about 45 per cent, of its weight 
in alcohol, or 459 pounds, which 
equals sixty-seven gallons. 
Thus the 
alcohol produced from one acre of 
potatoes of 100 bushels’ yield, selling 
for 25 cenis a gallon, would amount 
to the sum of $16.75. 


Calculations made from any of the 
other farm crops, as to the amount 
of alcohol which may be produced, 
will look rather small from the far­ 
m er’s standpoint. 


Under these conditions it would 
hardly be a paying proposition to 
raise the average crop for the pro­ 
duction of alcohol. 
However, there 
are always* in connection with the 
farm some products which could be 
easily converted into alcohol which 
would otherwise be totally lost. This 
alcohol would, in the majority of 
cases, furnish the heat, light and 
power necessary for that farm, and 
would at the tame time 
tend to 
keep down the price of gasolene and 
kerosene. 


For lighting purposes alcohol has 
been found to possess almost twice 
the efficiency of kerosene. 
It fur­ 
nishes a brighter, cleaner and whiter 
light, without the disagreeable odor, 
and is safer than kerosene. 


For power purposes, according to 
Lucke, “an engine designed for gas­ 
olene or kerosene can, without any 
material alterations to adapt it to 
alcohol, give slightly more power 
(about 10 per cent.) than when oper-,, 
ated with gasolene or kerosene, but 
the increase is at the expense of 
greater consumption of fuel. 
By al­ 
terations designed to adapt the en­ 
gine to this new fuel this excess of 
power may be increased to about 20 
per cent. 
The different designs of 
gasolene engines are not equally well 
adapted to the burning of alcohol, 
though all may burn it with a fair 
degree of success.” 
’ 


In most localities it is unlikely 
that alcohol power will be cheaper 
or as cheap as gasolene power for 
some time to come. 


Too much must not be expected „ 
of the alcohol industry at once; its * 
progress is bound to be slow. There 
are many problems to solve which 
will take considerable time.
